The pressure 
cooker increases twe variety of dishes 
that may be prepared on a_ grill, 
Stews, braised meats, baked beans and 
steamed puddings can be cooked com. 
paratively quickly under pressure. 
With a triple saucepan it is possible 
to cook three foods at one time, be 
cause it has three pans designed to 
fit together on a single burner, 

The meals should be planned for 
several days at a time and the Can- 
ada Food Rules provide an excellent 
guide for knowing what to include in 
them, The mea] plan ‘ould be kept 
flexible so that leftovers and foods 
in good supply may ‘be used. Staple 
foods can be bought once a week if 
storage space is available, whereas 
retichables should b> bought in small 
quantities when needed. Be sure to 
buy by grade and watch for good val- 
ue: for your money. 

A collection of quick, easy, inex- 
pensive recipes is a good jdea, ‘These 
are wesully based on six servin,s s), 
to reduce the ingredients for one or 
two servings, be sure to measure 
accurately. If imagination and inita- 
tive are used, practically all dishes 
can be prepared with a stove can be 
made on a grill. 

As the main course for dinner 
there are always chops, sausages, liver 
and bacon steaks cut-up chicken and 
fish, with a pot-roast for Sunday, 
But other quick and easy-to-prepare 
suggestions are Spanish toasts made 
like French toast except that tomato 
juice is used in place of milk; veg: 
etable or cheese rarebit; macaroni 
and cheese and spaghetti and tomato 
sauce. Canned soups are very handy 
for making delicious dishes with left- 
overs, For example, cream of mu h- 
yoom soup may be mixed with just 
enough milk to give a cream sauce 
consistency, then combined wit) 
vegetable:, hard cooked eggs or left= 
over meats and served on toast. 

With limited cooking space, it is 
important to cook foods quickly so 
that they may all be served ho. Veg- 
etables may be prepared quickly by 
cutting them into small pieces and 
eooking them either in boiling water 
or in a pressure saucepan, Most 
desserts can be prepared the pre- 
vious night and if to be eaten hot, can 
he reheated in the top of the double 
Pudding sauces can also be 
made ahead of time and rei-eated at 
the last minute. This relieves the 
situation of having to cook too much 
at one time.

THE QUESTION OF 
DAMP GRAIN 
—_——— 2 

One most serious difficulty that 
many farmer: have to contend with 
this year is that of keeping the damp 
grain they have stored on their farms 
from spoiling or heating or “going 
out of condition” as it is technically 
termed, until it can be taken in by 
elevators and rushed to terminals 
where it can be properly dried. The 
greatest danger of this grain going 
out of condition wil] come next 
April and May when the weather 
warms up, and when of course the 
grain that is stored will also warm 
up and no doubt start heating. There 
is, however, danger now’ with any 
grain that was stored ‘when the 
weather, and so the grain, was warm, 
Our universities and provincial gov- 
ernments and a number of individual 
farmers have already made many 
experiments to try out means of keep- 
ing this damp grain from heating. 
At the moment the results of most 
of these many experiments are not 
available, although some are. The 
Crop Testing Plan is collecting in- 
formaton from every source that is 
available and the results of it will 
in due course, and as quickly as 
possible appear in this column, Mean- 
while farmers might well watch any 
experiments . ‘being made by their 
neighbors and note the results ob- 
tained.—World of Wheat,

Prospects For 1952 


EXPERIENCE TEACHES that forecasts are by no means infallible, 
but it is natural to speculate upon the future, and the beginning of a New 
Year is always the occasion for the discussion of prospects in various 
fields in the coming months. Farmers are always interested in the possi- 
bilities of good crops in the season ahead and they are also concerned 
with the prospects for marketing their products. At the 10th annual 
federal-provincial agricultural conference, hgld in Ottawa recently, markets 
for farm products in 1952 were discussed and federal agricultural experts 
made some optimistic forecasts which should be encouraging to farmers 
at this time.

A heavy demand for Canadian farm products was 
predicted, with a few exceptions, and it was. fore- 

casted that prices for wheat, beef, milk, eggs and 
Farm Products other dairy products would remain firm throughout 
the year. The world demand for wheat is expected to be strong. It is 
predicted that Canada will have 600,000,000 bushels of wheat for export 
or carry-over at the end of the current crop year, but the delegates to 
the conference were told that world demand is strong and little difficulty 
is expected in disposing of this near-record crop. Authorities believe that 
beef prices will remain at the same levels as those in the United States 
but that the price of pork may fall, due to increased production, Firm 
prices were predicted for eggs and butter and increases in the price of 
milk were indicated,

Is Encouraging as they can he judged at the present time and 

unforeseen circumstances may always arise to 
To The Farmers change the situation. However, it is most en- 
couraging for farmers to enter the New Year with prospects of good mar- 
kets and firm prices. Farm ircome has increased steadily in recent years, 
but so have incomes generally. The cost of living has also soared in the 
same period and farmers have not benefitted more than other groups from 
higher incomes. Unlike many other workers, farmers are dependent upon 
fluctuations in prices, often governed by world market conditions for-their 
income, and the sale of their products is of great importance to them, It 
is to be hoped that no circumstances will arise to interfere with the fore- 
casts made by the agricultural experts for the sale of farm products in 1952, 


Tips On Frost Bite 


‘The object of treatment for frost 
bite is to bring the frozen part back 
to normal temperature gradually and 
restore circulation, 

1, Do not massage, rubbing snow is 
specially bad. The frozen tissues 
will be bruised and torn, and 
gangrene may result. 

. Keep the patient away from fire 
and from warmly heated rooms. 
Gently cover the frozen part with 
the hand or other body surface 
until the part is thawed and cir- 
culation re-established. If a hand 
is frozen hold it in the armpit or 
between the thighs—or it may be 
thawed very gradually in cool air 
or cold water (not warm), or by 
covering the part with extra 
clothing. 

Apply soothing ointment, as to a 

burn—frost bite is similar in ef- 

fect,

Plenty Of Winter 
Fishermen 
For Alberta 


EDMONTON, Alta.—Alberta’s win- 
ter fishing season has at least pro- 
duced the province’s largest crop of 
fishermen, if not the greatest take 
of fish. 

The fishery branch of the depart- 
ment of land and forests expects to 
license some 5,000 winter fishermen 
before the season is completed. This 
would be the greatest number ever 
to be licensed. 

The record number of fishermen 
are expected to take some 3,000,000 
pounds of fish from Alberta lakes 
which is not a record catch and in 
fact will fall short of the quota set 
by the province, Half of the catch is 
expected to be whitefish. The re- 
mainder will be pike, tullibee, pick- 
erel and perch and a smail amount 
of lake trout. 

It is a small operation compared 
with the winter fishing now under 
way on Great Slave lake in the North 
West Territories, There, 400 winter 
fishermen are busy taking in a 
4,000,000-pound catch of whitefish,
